American exports of raw cotton for the first 11 
months of 1925 were approximatély 1,800,000 bales 
in excess of those in the corresponding period 
of 
1924. 
World mill takings of American cotton for the first 
11 1t2 months of 1925 were about 4,000,000 bales more 
than during the same period of the preceding year. 
American mills consumed almost 860,000 bales more 
cotton in the first 11 months of 1925 than in the like 
period of 1924. 
American cotton prices were lower and steadier. 
In 1924 cotton ranged from 35 to 18 cents and aver­ 
aged about 23 1-2 cents a pound. 
On the whole, cotton mills in the United States 
were more aejfive, the spinning branch having oper­ 
ated at about 92 per cent of capacity during the first 
11 months of 1925 compared with 77 per cent fo'r the 
< 
corresponding period of the previous year. While no 
productkiil figures are available, it may reasonably be 
• assumed that the mills are in a mpch more favorable 
position than in 1924.
